They have received an order to 
the effect that they have been degraded to the post of pesh- 
kar, but they have not yet received an appointment. We 
cannot say whether the district officers have arbitrarily acted 
in this matter or in accordance withlaw. ‘There seems to be 
8 great difference in the proceedings of judicial and revenue 
officers. Some time ago two men employed i in the High Court 
appeared at the Pleadership Ex mn.” They were sus- 
pected of misconduct at the ‘examination, aa: one of them 
was even made over to the magistrate for. trial, but was acquit- 


ted. They. were only prohibited by tho High Court from 
: appearing at the examination for two years. But they were 


neither dismissed nor degraded. Another ministerial offieer 
of the Hi igh Court who appeared at the late Pleaders’ exa- 
mination was suspected of misconduct, He has been merely 
declared disqualified from competing at the examination,

In regard to the above communication, the 
writer remarks: J udging from our own personal experience 
of the Sindh, Panjab; and Delhi: Railway, ‘and the Northern 
Panjab State Railway, we ‘consider both the complaints ‘of 
our contemporary, andthe arguments urged in their defence 
by the railway authorities, to be not altogether ‘groundless: 
The railway anthorities have. doubtless appointed bhishits at 
every station to supply’ the passengers | with drinking-water, 
but the bhishtis: do not work steadily, and the station-masters 
do not exercise a check over them. As a heavy fee is levied 
from the purveyors’ of confectionery for the privilege of going 
to the station platform, the number of purveyors at each sta- 
tion is not sufficient for the requirements of ‘the-passeng gers, 
Moreover, they either ‘charge the passengers high | prices for re- 
freshments, or supply an inferior quality of food. In short, the 
railway authorities have made: arrangements to meet the 
wants of passengers, but; those’ arrangements are not satis- 
factory. If the Government wishes to find out the griev- 
- ances of native. passengers, it should ascertain them through 
a trustworthy official, who should travel third class in the 
guise of an ordinary native. He would then see what illegal 
extortion the railway kulis exercise upon the poor passengers, 
how small the number of. purveyors of confectionery is at each. 
‘station, what a bad kind of food they generally previde, how 
slow the bhishtis are in supplying passengers with drinking- 
water, how passengers are sometimes imprisoned on false 
charges, how much over-crowded railway carriages are on - 
occasions of fairs, and what ill-treatment the respectable na- 
tives. who travel second class sometimes receive at the hands 

of ill-tempered European passengers. No European officer 
who travels first or second class can be possibly acquainted .
